Home’s death 
haunts mother 


O ‘I live her torture,’ reads Susanne 
Andrews’ victim impact statement 


The mother of a young 
woman who was bound in 
duct tape, tortured and 
then murdered looked 
across a packed courtroom 
Wednesday and described 
how she is haunted by her 
daughter’s final moments. 

Susanne Andrews 
stared directly at the two 
people convicted of the 
brutal crime as she read a 
pained 15-minute victim 
impact statement before 
their sentencing in the 
Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia in Halifax. 

“I live her torture and I 
see her and I hear her cry 
out for help but no one 
can hear her cry,” she said 
through tears as loud sobs 
filled the packed court. 

“I imagine her last min¬ 
utes of life and her think¬ 
ing she probably can’t 
wait to die to stop this 


pain. She prayed to God to 
die because no one she 
loved was there to help 
her.” 

Desmond Maguire, 39, 
and Ashley Haley, 22, 
looked away from An¬ 
drews as she read one of 
14 impact statements 
from Horne’s family and 
friends. 

The pair received auto¬ 
matic sentences of life in 
prison with no eligibility 
of parole for 25 years. 

Both rose to hear their 
sentences, with Maguire 
declining to address the 
court and Haley opting to 
speak. 

“I want to apologize to 
the Horne family,” she 
said. “I am very sorry for 
your pain. I wish there 
was some way I could take 
it away. I’m sorry.”

After being chased by 
armed assailants through 
Ciudad Juarez, the sport 


utility vehicle carrying 
Sandra Salas Garcia and 
two bodyguards was 
riddled with bullets. 

Drug violence has killed 
more than 4,300 people in 
Ciudad Juarez, which bor¬ 
ders El Paso, Texas.

If cars had wings, they 
could fly — and that just 
might happen, beginning 
next year. 

The company Terrafugia 
says it plans to deliver its 
car-plane, the Transition, 
to customers by the end of 
2011. It recently cleared a 
major hurdle when the 
Federal Aviation Adminis¬ 
tration granted a special 
weight limit exemption to 
the Transition. 

“It’s the next ‘wow’ ve¬ 
hicle,” said Terrafugia vice- 
president Richard Gersh. 

“Anybody can buy a Fer¬ 
rari, but as we say, Ferraris 
don’t fly.”

O Dahla Dam project paying off for Arghandab district 
O Government committed to $50M over three years 


In an arid wasteland of 
desert, dust, and drought, 
water is worth its weight in 
gold — a life-giving legacy 
that Canada hopes to leave 
behind in Afghanistan 
when it starts pulling out a 
year from now. 

When Ottawa decided 
in 2008 to establish a firm 
pullout date for 
Afghanistan, it also opted 
to identify three specific 
target areas for develop¬ 
ment: rebuilding the tacti¬ 
cally important Dahla Dam 
in the heart of Kandahar’s 
Arghandab district, devel¬ 
oping schools and vacci¬ 
nating locals for polio.

We're all Americans 
now. 

M arc is in 
charge of 
mortgages 
at a large 
bank. He’s 
getting 

nervous. “Many cases are 
scaring me. One customer 
owes $60,000 in credit 
card debt, and he wants to 
refinance his mortgage to 
repay it!” Another uses his 
house as an ATM. “He’s re¬ 
financed his mortgage 
eight times. To buy a ski- 
doo, a truck, a boat... The 
day his house’s value 
starts falling, this guy will 
lose everything.” 

Is this taking place in 
the U.S.? No. In Montreal. 
Partly thanks to our politi¬ 
cians, we’ve all become 
Americans — version 
2007, a few months before 
their economy collapsed. 

Remember what caused 
the financial crisis: The 
central bank (the Fed) 
slashed interest rates, 
holding them too low, too 
long. What do you do 
when interest rates are 


low? You borrow to buy a 
house. You take out a line 
of credit and buy a car. 
Save? With help from “cre¬ 
ative” bankers, this fuelled 
the biggest housing and 
debt bubble the world has 
ever seen. 

Then the bubble popped. 
What are politicians do¬ 
ing here? Same thing. The 
Bank of Canada has kept 
interest rates at rock bot¬ 
tom levels for almost three 
years now. 

The CMHC. The Crown 
corporation insures about 
60 per cent of banks’ mort¬ 
gage loans — generally the 
riskiest ones. Since CMHC 
is backed by taxpayer 
money, banks can lend to 
people who can’t afford it 
without bearing the risk. 

As a result, people are 
spending like there’s no 
tomorrow. We have creat¬ 
ed a legion of subprime 
borrowers, one broken re¬ 
frigerator away from 
default.

It had Bud¬ 
dhism, martial arts and 
CGI (and it was) character 
based. I knew it would 
make a great feature film 
... I knew we could do 
something that wasn’t go¬ 
ing to be just a great treat 
for the eyes, but also for 
the mind and the soul.” 

Shyamalan is shooting 
high, hoping to turn The 
Last Airbender (they had 
to drop the Avatar part of 
the TV show’s title) into a 


trilogy. “I have always 
wanted to develop a long 
mythology based 
franchise like The Lord of 
the Rings,” he says. 

It’s hard to imagine 
anyone involved in The 
Adventures of Rocky and 
Bullwinlcle hoping for a 
second or third 
installment. In fact one of 
the actors wishes the 
original movie, based on 
the beloved Jay Ward car¬ 
toon, had never 
happened. Jason Alexan¬ 
der, who played the comi¬ 
cally evil Boris Badenov 
disowned the film and 
even issued a public apol¬ 
ogy for the movie and his 
appearance in it. 

One television-cartoon- 
to-big-screen adaptation 
that lasted more than one 
installment was The Flint- 


stones. The animated 
modern stone-age family 
(with friends Barney and 
Betty) ruled Saturday 
morning television for six 
years, before making the 
leap to the big screen in 
1966 in The Man Called 
Flintstone, a musical 
James Bond parody. 

After that the show 
came back to TV in 
various incarnations — 
one even featuring the 
Marvel Comics superhero 
The Thing — but a return 
to the big screen took al¬ 
most thirty years. In The 
Flintstones, the 1994 live 
action version, John 
Goodman Yabba-Dabba- 
Dooed his way through 
the film as Fred and was 
joined by a cast of 
luminaries including Eliz¬ 
abeth Taylor as Pearl 
Slaghoople in her first 
film role in six years. 

Unable to leave well 
enough alone a prequel, 
The Flintstones in Viva 
Rock Vegas, followed in 
2000. Soon though, Fred 
and Wilma will be back 
where they belong, in an 
animated film, set to be 
released in RealD and 
IMAX 3D formats in 2011. j

© Canucks give Hamhuis biggest deal of the day 


When the NHL’s tree-agent 
market opened for busi¬ 
ness, the Canadian general 
managers came charging in 
with their wallets out. 

Mike Gillis lured coveted 
defenceman Dan Hamhuis 
to Vancouver, Bryan Murray 
convinced veteran blue-lin¬ 
er Sergei Gonchar to join 
Ottawa and Danyl Sutter 
dropped some jaws by 
bringing forwards Olli Joki- 
nen and Alex Tanguay back 
to Calgary. 

Not to be outdone, the 
other three Canadian GMs 
also made moves on a busy 
day that featured more re¬ 


straint than normal from 
managers around the 
league. 

The richest contract was 
the $27 million Vancouver 
US committed to Hamhuis 
over six years — and the 27- 
year-old defenceman 
turned down more from 
other interested teams. In 
fact, his willingness to do so 
helped seal the deal. 

“We’re trying to com¬ 
pete for a Stanley Cup and 
ultimately players have to 
do that if they want to be in 
that environment,” Gillis 
told reporters on Thursday. 
“We were thrilled he was 
prepared to do that and 
looked at our team as a con¬ 
tending team and was pre¬ 
pared to come here for less 
money. It was a really good 
thing for us.” 

For a tree-agent class that 
wasn’t considered very 
deep, a lot of players found 


new homes. However, the 
biggest fish of all remained 
without one as flashy 
winger Ilya Kovalchuk con¬ 
tinued to weigh his options. 

Goaltenders and de¬ 
fencemen were in the high¬ 
est demand. 

The Senators grabbed 
one of the top available 
blue-liners when they 
signed Gonchar to a $ 16.5- 
million, three-year contract 
roughly 20 minutes after he 
hit the open market. Mur¬ 
ray was extremely aggres¬ 
sive in his pursuit. 

“We made a call right at 
12:01 and basically made a 
proposal,” he said. “I’m very 
happy, it adds a great deal 
to our team. (He brings) 
back end mobility and 
(plays the) point on the 
power play, that’s how you 
win games in the league 
now.”

Finally, there is a break in the 
action at the World Cup.

K seems so strange. Maybe 

that’s why they call it “The 
Beautiful Game,” because of 
its relentless and inevitable 
continuation in spite of that 
which conspires to obstruct 
it. The World Cup hates to be interrupted. 

There are no commercial timeouts. 
They must wait until the end of the half or 
the conclusion of the game. 

Even injuries can’t make time stand 
still. 

Here’s another thing — the World Cup 
is unkind to those who claim the passing 
years as an ally, the so-called experienced 
players. 

Witness the stars of the current edition 
— Mesut Ozil, Thomas Muller, Lionel Mes- 
si, David Villa and Asamoah Gyan to name 
but a few. 

The youngest is 20 years of age, while 
the oldest, Villa, is still only 28. 


At the World Cup youth will be served. 

Finally, there is no time to stop and ar¬ 
gue about mistakes made by referees. 

The underlying message is to play on in 
spite of any adversity. 

That’s the way it has to be because the 
game, not the referee, dictates the out¬ 
come. 

It’s true that beautiful goals like the 
one scored by Frank Lampard of England 
have to stand and if that means video 
technology, then so be it. 

But someone has to find a way for that 
to become a reality without stopping the 
clock. 

The example is the National Hockey 
League. 

In the late 1990s, video reviews and the 
laughable mock drama of officials on tele¬ 
phones while rewinding tape machines al¬ 
most ruined the sport. 

The World Cup can’t let that happen. 

Time is what sets the World Cup apart 
and gives the tournament such aura. 

This is a rare beast that occurs only 
once every four years and perhaps a single 
time in a player’s lifetime. 

It’s also special because at the World 
Cup time is fleeting and it stops for noth¬ 
ing.
